Washington. July 3.- -Senntor Plumb 
from the coniiuittfe on jmblit' liiiids re- 
ported to the seiitttc a bill fu provide for 
the delivery of land pateuts to their 
rightful ownem. and Mked for its im- 
mediate consideration. 

Bmatort Plamb, Paddock and Berry 
in Bpeaking of the necessity for the 
paesage of the bill, said that toere were 
some 290,000 lands patents accnmlated 
in the keueritl land office, for which 
thoee entitled to them had not applied: 
that a thrifcy firm of Washington at- 
torneys had been permitted to have lists 
made of them; that th«y bad then com- 
municated with persons entitled to 
them, notifying them that thev conld 
get their patents for them on tne p.iy- 
ment of a fee: this was an act of coUa- 
rion between the assistant commissioner 
(who was then assistant secretary of the 
interior acting as a commissionc-r) and 
the law firm: and the bill was designed 
to fmstrate that job. 

The bill was named. It directs the 
secretary of the interior to send to the 
leoorder of deeds in each county in 
which lands so patented lie, lists of the 
lands patented in that county which 
have men in the land office uncalled for 
for twelve months. 

Mr. Hiecock callcil up his resolution to 
reconsider the vote liy which the senate 
Tuesday refused to recede from its 
amendments to the legitilative appro- 
priation bill. The motion to reconsider 
was agreed to, and after some discuHAion 
the senattf receded from its amendment 
regarding senators, clerks and their 
compen^«tion and the bill whs piuHed 
and now goets the president fur his sig- 
nature.

W.\»HiNaToN. July 8.— The hou.se met 
promptly at 10 o'clock yesterday and re- 
sumed the consideration of tiie Federal 
election bill, the pending question being 
on the amendment ottered by Mr. 
Tucker, of Virginia, requiring the 
judge of the ciicuit court, associated 
with the judge of the districts, to pass 
upon applications for supervisors of 
election. 

The amendment was rejected. 

Mr. Rowell, of Illinois, offered an 
amendment making it the duty of tiie 
circuit judges in each circuit, withbi 
one month after the passage of this act 
to open spedal term of circuit court in 
their resnective circuits; baid judge to 
appoint for each judicial district three 
discreet itersuns of good standing to be 
known as United States juror commis- 
sioners. The duty of these comini.ssiou- 
ers to be to organize as a liourd, and 
from time to time make from the quali- 
tied voters a list of persons who, under 
the laws of the United States and the 
state, shall be eligible for jury duty, 
without respect to race or color. The 
amendment also provides that hereafter 
all panels fur jurors shall be drawn by 
the Doard iu the presence of a district 
and circuit judge. 

Mr. Howell's amendment was agreed 
to on a vote by tellers— yeas, 140; nays, 
148. 

Considerable confusion followed the 
announcement of tho vote. Mr. Onth- 
waite, of Ohio, said the yeas and nays 
had been demandod. The speaker said 
the demand was too late.
